The Navy's consultant on land sinkage damaging the 


Long Beach Naval Shipyard Saturday recommended that the 
City of Long Beach establish a timetable for stopping 
subsidence. 


He said he believes subsidence can be arrested in lime 


to save the shipyard from destruction, and he said the 
"logical' answer" is water injection to restore pressures 
throughout the Wilmington Oil Field. 


"Water flooding is almost certain to stop the sinking if 


conducted in all zones and in all fault blocks of the field," 
said Petroleum Engineer Uzzell S. Branson Jr. of Dallas, 
Tex., the Navy's consultant. 


"The big question, however, is will it be started soon 


enough? Every day's delay decreases the prospect of stop- 
ping subsidence within the required length of time." 


As far as Branson and the Navy are concerned, the 


"required length of time" adds up to not more than four more 
feet of sinkage in the shipyard area. At the center of sub- 
sidence sinkage amounts to a foot a year. Naval officials 
have announced that the yard must be abandoned if maximum 
sinkage, now 25 feet, reaches a depth of 29 feet.

BRANSON" NOW IS analyzing plans for the city's "crash"

In an interview 
with The Independent, Press-Telegram, he said it lays the 
engineering background for starting the program for stopping 
subsidence, but he emphasized that supplementing the plans .

The Navy consultant said he believes stopping sub- 


sidence within the four-foot limit and continuance of a 
healthy oil production program are "compatible," and he 
said curtailment of production from high oil-gas ratio wells 
should be encouraged. 


"It doesn't make sense to try to fill a barrel with holes 


in the other end," he said. "At least plug up the holes. Pro- 
duction engineers could easily decide which wells to shut in."

BRANSON SAID the city should "push hard" for im- 


mediate repressuring of Fault Block II, 'III and IV, near ihe 
center of the subsidence bowl, but he added that "it is im- 
possible to do a complete job even in these fault blocks un- 
less the whole field is repressured ultimalely. 


"My objective is to help see that subsidence is stopped," 


said Ihe consultant. "The interest of the Navy and the city 
should be the same. Save the Naval Shipyard and you will 
save the City of Long Beach from further destruction of in- 
dustrial facilities and potential widespread damage to Ihe 
downtown and shoreline areas. 


"Several experts have made gloomy predictions on the 


future of Long Beach if subsidence continues. 


"If it is not stopped, I believe these predictions are 


justified.

THREE YEARS AGO we suggested in this space that 


Southern California build a short-range monorail 


system— a test line to give our citizens a dose look at 
an efficient form of travel which may be the answer 
to the area's rapid transit problem. 


"The test line could be constructed," we said, by 


the (Metropolitan Transit) Authority . . ., by the 
Monorail Company, or by some other interested 
organization." 
. 
Just such a project is now in the making. A mem- 


ber of Walt Disney's staff has confirmed that a Ger- 
man firm, the Alweg Corp., has begun prel.mmary 
work on a monorail system at Disneyland. The Dis- 
neyland monorail will be "a demonstration of the 
Alweg System for all of America." 


The Disneyland monorail may prove to be an im- 


portant influence on the future of transporta ,on .in 
this area. Monorail has been used in Europe for many 
years but hasn't "taken" in this country even though 
it offers many advantages over conventional surface 
travel Many thousands of persons will discover what 
those advantages are when the Disneyland monorail 
goes into operation next year.

rail raised above the surface on pillars. It features 
speed, safety, comfort, and the absence of motor 
fumes These features are the very ones which con- 
gested Los Angeles County is now crying for 


Monorail has been discussed in this area foi many 


years but nothing seems to happen. If a sufficient 
number of citizens find the Disneyland demonstration 
impressive, perhaps the proper officials will give more 
serious thought to an area-wide monorail system. The 
transit problem in Southern California is reaching the 
point where conventional solutions will no longer be 
acceptable. Dramatic, revolutionary answers will be 
required if the area expects to avoid a hopeless trans- 
portation snarl.

ing standard 20 times'great- 
er than that of underprivi- 
leged countries, there can be 
no hope for world peace. Dr. 
Malik called for a bold new 
vision that will hate softness 
and complacency—calling for 
people who will be willing to 
sleep on floors and give up 
three-fourths of their bank 
accounts .in the hope that 
they can escape with one- 
fourth of their means—In 
peace. 


Dr. Malik asked if the 


great awakening can come 
before or after the cataclysm. 


The president of the Unit- 


ed Nations General Assembly 
said that he docs not believe 
the Taiwan Strait situation 
will deteriorate to the point 
where it must be called be- 
fore the U. N. He believes 
that the U. N. is making 
progress In the Cyprus and 
Algerian situations. 


Dr. Malik said that the 


most delicate and most criti- 
cal issue among the great 
powers is disarmament which 
is a political not a tactical 
matter, and which requires 
trust among natl6hs which Is 
conspicuously lacking.

No Frost on Our Pumpkins 


By Jane Hamer 


'•'YPICAL harvest scenes may 


be found in Southern Cali- 


fornia even if there isn't any 
frost upon the pumpkin. Along 
the highway just out of Sol- 
vang, Santa Barbara County, 
are many farms, some of which 
grow winter squash. Smaller 
crops may also be seen on the 
few remaining open fields along 
Ventura Blvd. 


In early October, the big 


squash are cut by hand from 
the trailing vines and piled in 
groups of a dozen. For con- 
venient pickup by truck, these 
piles are arranged in fairly 
straight lines while the drying 
vines are • stacked in another 
row. 


IIUBBARD SQUASH, with 


dark green warts and yellow 
splotches, are interesting to see 
but the orange banana variety 
make an unforgettable scene. 
Green scrub oak trees on hil- 
locks as a backdrop below a 
bright fall sky complete the 
autumn picture. 


Besides being the color and 


essence of harvest time, squash 
(and pumpkin which are of the 
same family) are as American 
as Thanksgiving. 
The word 


squash, itself, comes from an 
Indian w o r d "askutasquash," 
meaning .eaten raw or uncooked. 
Although Indians may have 
eaten squash raw, moderns like 
them better cooked, especially 
in pie. 


Although we say "punkin" pie 


we usually eat squash pie be- 
cause it is better tasting. This 
fact made recent news when 
President Eisenhower bought

some pumpkins for pie at a 
roadside stand. 
The largest 


pumpkins grown and bragged 
about are often "C. moschata," 
really squash, according to Vic- 
tor P. Boswell, botanist, writing 
in the National Geographic 
Magazine. He states that the 
best c o m m e r c i a l l y canned 
pumpkin is actually Delicious, 
Boston ^Marrow, 
or 
similar 


squash. 


BEFORE THE ADVENT of 


white men, squash had been 
carried all over North America. 
Indians grew them generally 
throughout what is now the 
United States and many tribes, 
particularly in the West, still 
grow a d i v e r s i t y of hardy 


squash and pumpkins not found 
in markets. All three species, 
winter squash, summer squash 
and pumpkins, are native to 
the Western Hemisphere. 


The Pilgrims accepted these 


new foods into their diets grate- 
fully, even to the extent of dry- 
ing and powdering them for. 
baking a squash bread. Winter 
squashes were a good part of 
the first Thanksgiving feasts 
in the 1620s and today remain 
traditional favorites on Thanks- 
giving menus. 
As Halloween 


lanterns and as fall table deco- 
rations, they are popular, also, 
but their orange glow is most 
effective in Southland harvest 
landscapes where such scenes 
are rare.

The Whitney 
coat-of-arms has a black and 
gold checkered cross centered 
on a blue shield. The most fa- 
mous descendant in America 
was Eli Whitney, inventor of 
the cotton gin in 1793.

The bear is a mistaken 
symbolism for the name-mean- 
ing, as the Old English "Bar," 
the first syllable of the sur- 
name, meant "bear."

The Procession oi the Pilgrims 
By Betty Hardesty 


AN THE FIRST Thanksgiving Day, the Pilgrims 
" gathered to worship in their fort-meeting house. 
They climbed up to Burial Hill where the first fort 
was built and sat on wooden benches to hear Elder 
Brewster extoll freedom thought and to sing together 
hymns of praise and Thanksgiving. 


Each Thanksgiving Day since 1920, the people of 


Plymouth re-enact this walk now called "Pilgrim 
Progress." During August, also, as the town clock 
strikes 5 o'clock each Friday, the same procession 
takes place so that visitors may see a living drama- 
tization of this historic rite. 
' . 


Today's group of Pilgrim men, women and chil- 


dren, many still bearing the names o£ their May- 
flower forefathers, wear the white caps and kerchiefs, 
the steeple-crowned hats and various colored garments 
tinder .cloaks like those of the 1621 congregation. As 
they assemble again on the first street (Leyden), 
each represents one of the Mayflower passengers who 
survived the "First Winter" as recorded by Gov. Brad- 
ford. The beat of drums called the first Pilgrims who 
lined up three abreast and with each man carrying 
his musket as protection against savages. 


THE MODERN "Pilgrim Progress" stops on Burial 


Hill at the site of the Old Fort for a short service of 
commemoration. Hymns from "The Book of Psalms" 
brought from Holland are sung and each person seems 
very real, for the list compiled by Gov. Bradford, him- 
self, of the 19 families has been carefully followed. 
His account in "The History of Plymouth Plantation" 
tells of each death and of each who survived. Tn addi- 
tion, the Pilgrim Society of modern Plymouth has, 
through careful research ascertained the 'physical 
appearance, age and manner of dress of those who 
took part on Thanksgiving Day. 


At the head of the group of 50, walks the drummer 


followed by Elder Brewster, then about 54 years old; 
the governor, 30, and Miles Standish, 36, a profes- 
sional soldier in charge of military affairs. The next 
three are- Mrs. Carver, 40; Desire Minter, 18, and 
John Howland, 27, a servant; all of the Carver house- 


hold. The list of Pilgrims compiled for the march 
includes other details such as ages at death, marriages 
, and children. In most cases .families were large with 
7 to 12 children and the names they bore are still 
familiar ones in our country today. 


Most Americans are not familiar with the fact 


that Pilgrim dress was not altogether drab. Actually, 
it was a period when people liked color and there were 
no austerity rules regarding dress. Pilgrim women 
dipped their materials in saffron to get a bright or- 
ange color and in indigo for rich blue shades. Pilgrim 
fathers inclined toward green and russet brown in 
their every-day garb but a variety of colors for dressy 
occasions. Ruling Elder William Brewster, for ex- 
ample, took a wardrobe to America which included 
a red cap, violet coat and a pair of green drawers. 


AT THE TIME the Pilgrims left England, women 


of all classes wore fairly low necklines with collars, 
choker-fashion, around the neck. Because they lived 
in Holland several years, the Dutch sleeve and cap 
fashion was reflected in Pilgrim dress. Dorothy Brad- 
ford, for instance, would have worn a cap tied under 
her chin, and full, rather elaborate sleeves. Priscilla 
Mullins from Surrey, however, would have pinned her 
cap to her hair and worn split sleeves. 


Women's hats were of beaver felt, just like the 


men's, with narrow hat bands rather than the buckle 
which has become traditional. Women wore their hats 
over linen caps called "coifs." 


One hat is listed in the inventory of May Ring 


(one of the earliest), with two caps, a cloak, a woolen 
gown, a kertlo (serge gown), "waistcoats" of violet 
and other colors including petticoats to match. Her 
red one was the most valuable item inventoried and 
it is nice to know that these bright bits of femininity 
were not always hidden, for women at work tucked 
up their skirts to show these ankle-length petticoats. 


MRS. 
RING had a black apron for best and others 


of blue, mulberry and white. Her under garments 
were written as smocks and she had blue and white 
stockings, two pairs of shoes, neck and wrist ruffs, 


kerchiefs, a pair of sleeves called a "buffe" and a 
Dutch yoke. 


An inventory of men's effects come'from the will 


of the "overseer" of May Ring's estate. He was Sam- 
uel Fuller, deacon and physician, and the last who 
died of the 1633 epidemic. Thirteen years had passed 
since he had landed but new apparel was scarce so 
no doubt many of his clothes came with him on tha 
Mayflower. He had a hat and band valued at 10 shill- 
ings (no buckle), three "wrought" (embroidered) caps 
and .three linen caps. The three coifs listed refer to

I NOBODY DOES ANYTHING ABOUT WEATHER, SAID MARK TWAIN, BUT 
iTMsllon WU1 Try to Mate It Rain

£ fcBOW TO produce rain any time that it's needed has

eluded man's best efforts since the dawn of time.

Old Man Weather may still be independent and elusive

but modern science is gaining at every turn. Weather 
e 
research is rapidly reaching a point where man may 


g- actually be able to exert a controlling influence on 
"g 
the forces of nature. Science has been most successful 


— 
in that portion of the weather research field known as 
"rainmaking," and a long list of proven experiments 
shows that the artificial production of rainfall is not 
only a possibility, but an actuality. 


Our weather is certainly as public a thing as can 


be found. For this reason it is felt that advanced 
weather research should be left in the hands of some 
government agency. 


As early as 1898 Congress appropriated funds to 


conduct rainmaking experiments, and some work, 
using high explosives, was actually done. Complete 
lack of scientific method or knowledge foredoomed 
those early experiments to failure. 


MODERN LEGISLATORS, backed by reports 


from such groups as the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, are calling for new. and expanded efforts in 
federal weather research. 


Congressman Craig Hosmer, representing the cities 


of Long Beach and Lakewood, has placed a "rainmak- 


ing" or "cloud seeding" bill before Congress which he 
hopes will open 1he way for easing the increasingly 
critical water problem facing residents of Southern 
California. The "Hosmer Bill" calls for an appropri- 
ation of $1 million to be used by the Secretary of the 
Interior to conduct cloud seeding experiments over 
the entire Colorado River drainage basin. 


Hosmer, a member of the House Interior Commit- 


tee, has prepared this legislation on the basis of a 
study covering weather conditions in the Colorado 
River Basin and a composite survey of public and 
private efforts to produce rain by artificial means. 
The results, he says, point to the use of the Colorado 
River drainage basin as an ideal site for a major effort 
in the rainmaking field. 


IN WEATHER RESEARCH, cloud seeding and 


rainmaking arc synonymous. Just like the weather, 
cloud seeding is a much-talkcd-about but little-under- 
stood subject. In the most simple terms, it involves 
an attempt by man to artificially carry substances 
into clouds which will make them open up and give 
rain. 


The »ir at any given temperature and pressure 


can hold only a definite amount of moisture. To draw 
.moisture out of the air it is possible to either continue 
to add moisture until the air can hold no more or,

more simply, it is possible to cool the air below its 
capacity to contain its existing moisture. However, it 
is still possible for moisture particles thus created to 
float around in the air as fog or clouds. Rain results 
from visible moisture only if these particles increase 
in size to the point where they will fall through 
regions occupied by other moisture particles. In their 
descent, the moisture particles grow by collision with 
and joining other moisture particles and, creating a 
"snowball" effect, become larger and fall faster until 
they reach the ground. Cloud seeding is merely an 
attempt by man to artiflcally trigger this action. 


THE SUBSTANCE MOST extensively used in mod- 


ern cloud seeding experiments include silver iodine 
crystals, dry seasalt and calcium cliloride compounds, 
fresh water spray, and salt solution spray. 


The common method of placing the seeding sub- 


stance in the cloud formation has been to load the 
material into an airplane, fly directly into or over the 
formation and then spray or drop the substance at 
the desired moment. Recently, ground generators have 
been brought into extensive use. These units produce 
millions of silver iodine particles which are intended 
to rise in warm snibke to a band of freezing air in the 
cloud bank. Few people realize that there are approxi- 


" mately ICO such generators now being used in South- 


ern California. 


A unique method of carrying seeding particles 


aloft involves the use of hydrogen-filled balloons. Each 
balloon carries a charge of common gunpowder that 
has been impregnated with the seeding element. The 
charges are exploded at the desired height by use of 
a pre-set fuse and the seeding particles are thus scat- 
tered over a wide area. Another method involves the 
spraying of a salt solution on hard surfaced roadways. 
This idea depends on ground winds to carry rain pro- 
ducing salt particles into the atmosphere. 


WE IN THE United States do hot have a monopo- 


ly on rainmaking attempts. Extensive studies have 
also been conducted in Central America, South Amer- 
ica, Africa, India, Australia and Pakistan. 


The "Hosmer Bill" would allow the Secretary of 


the Interior to benefit from data collected from these 
widely scattered and variously effective rainmaking 
experiments throughout the world, while concentrat- 
ing our experimental efforts in one specific area. 
Hosmer selected the Colorado River Basin as the site 
for the proposed experiments on the basis of both 
need and meteorological. conditions. The basin is 
located within the States of California, Colorado, Ari- 
zona, Nevada, New Mexico, Utah and Wyoming. As 
the population of Southern California continues to 
grow, the acre feet of water available to this area 
from the Colorado River has been on the decline. 
There is now general agreement that Southern Cali- 
fornia is the nation's most critical water area. 


A stumbling block hampering rainmaking studies 


has resulted from attempts to produce rain for a 
specific plot of ground where a slight shift of wind 
direction may cause the rainfall to be wasted. With 
the broad objective of increasing the flow of water 
in the Colorado River, this problem would not exist. 
In addition, results show that cloud seeding is far more 
effective when the seeding is done over mountainous 
regions. It would be difficult to find more compatible 
terrain to. meet this standard. Much of the area includ- 
ed in the Colorado River Basin receives less than 5 
inches of annual rainfall. Even if annual rainfall could 
be doubled in these areas, the hazard of flood con- 
ditions would still not be present. 


WHILE THE "HOSMER BILL" is specifically de- 


signed to bring much needed water to the growing 
population.of Southern California, the local Congress- 
man hopes to gain support for his legislation from the 
fact that it is fast becoming impossible to separate 
weather research from the field, of national defense. 
One of our leading scientists, Dr. Edward Teller, 
stated, "Russia could reduce the United States to a 
second class power without firing a shot if the Soviets 
should succeed in controlling weather to a point where 
they could deprive this nation of needed moisture." 


Capt. Howard T. Orville, USN (Ret), chairman of 


the National Advisory Committee on Weather Con- 
trol, supports this statement by adding, "If an un- 
friendly nation gets into a position to control weather 
before we can, the results could be even more dis- 
astrous than nuclear warfare." 


The concept of human control of weather is no 


longer too fantastic for consideration. Congressman 
Hosmer has announced his intention to push for a 
continuing scientific program of long range research. 
As an initial step in this program, Hosmer will urge 
favorable action on his bill with a target date for 
passage early in the 1959 session. 


On the basis of the following three points, the 


"Hosmer Bill" would certainly seem worthy of pas- 
sage: The natural meteorological conditions existing 
in the Colorado River drainage basin, the critical need 
for an increased water supply in the Southern Cali- 
fornia area, and the growing importance of weather 
research as an,integral partxof.our: national defense. 


These Coeds Dig REAL Gold

ORDINARILY gold-diggers are young women with 
^^ mercenary ideas, but Marcia Kovacs • and Ros- 
witha Baringer, 20-year-old Los Angeles coeds, are 
proving the hard way that the term can have a hap- 
pier connotation.

wealthy, these girls have discovered a profitable and 
pleasant hobby that takes them to many" of the color- 
ful, historical gold camps of the past. Even "sniping" 
the old mine dumps has been profitable for the early- 
day methods of gold extractions w e r e extremely 
wasteful. And as Marciii and Roswitha would express 
it, "One's carelessness is another's gain."

To get there, the girls take Foothill Blvd. from Azusa 
to the South Fork of the San Gabriel River.

11 Million Gobbles 


California is a foremost turkey-raising state, and the Long Beach district 
has become a turkey center. Above, scene at the Barney Taylor turkey ranch.

'•'HANKSGIVING is the big 
•••'red-letter day for many 
Long Beach area residents who 
live out on E. Carson St. For 
here are located some of the 
large turkey ranches which 
have helped put California at 
the head of the nation's turkey 
growing states with 11 million 
birds. 


A single ranch, such as that 


of Barney Taylor, 7011 Garden 


Grove Blvd., can raise 25,000 
turkeys at once, and dress as 
many as 1,200 birds in one day. 


Raising turkeys is an occupa- 


tion as old as the annals of 
American history: -For, in spite 
of the suggestion in its name 
that the turkey is an immi- 
grant, the stately bird is ac- 
tually as American as the In- 
dian. Long before the Pilgrims 
arrived the Pueblo Indians of 


New Mexico and Arizona and 
the Aztec Indians of Mexico 
kept turkeys. As early as 1498 
they were found by the Spanish 
explorers of Mexico and by 1519 
some of these long-legged birds 
had been taken to Spain as part 
of the "treasure" of the fabu- 
lous New World. 


SOME SAY THAT when the 


American bird spread 
from 


Spain to other European coun- 
tries it became confused with a, 
guinea fowl which came from 


Turkey and was, therefore, 
named after that 
Mid-East 


country. Some suggest that it 
received its name because the 
head of the bird resembles a 
Turkish fez while others pre- 
fer to believe that it named it- 
self with its soft call of "turk, 
turk, turk." 


Be that as it may turkeys 


were introduced into .England 
between 1524-1541 and were 
again brought to this country 
by the early colonists. Breed- 
ing with the wild fowl which 
were already here, they pro- 
duced the stock from which our 
modern turkey developed. 


Today's popular breeds in- 


clude the Bronze, Narragansett, 
White Holland, Bourbon Red, 
Black,and Slate. The Bronze, 
which is California's favorite, 
is a magnificent broad-breasted 
species displaying orange, yel- 
low, 
brown, gold and white 


high lights among his dark 
feathers. The torn will stand 
about three feet and can weigh 
as much as 50 pounds, while 
his lady tips the scales at 
around 20 pounds. 


TO PEODUCK such perfect 


specimens 
requires 
exacting 


care. Electric brooders keep 
turkey eggs at an even tem- 
perature during the 28 days it 
takes' them to hatch. The 
"poults" then spend their first 
eight weeks off the ground 
under carefully controlled con- 
ditions before graduating to 
the large outdoor yard. Here 
the turk lives to eat—stuffing 


himself on mash and yellow 
corn «t the rate of 55 to 60 
pounds of feed per bird up to 
24 weeks and 75 to 80 pounds 
per bird up to 28 weeks. 


When he has lived approxi- 


mately VA months he is ready 
to meet his destiny, and repay 
his owner for food and care. 


IN SPITE OF their proud 


strut and arrogant "gobble, 
gobble," turkeys are nervous, 
sensitive, curious birds. Should 
a stranger approach their yard 
they will -get as close as pos- 
sible, look him over, and answer 
his questions or comments in a 
crescendo chorus that starts 
and stops with such unity one 
suspects the turkeys of prac- 
ticing for weeks for this mo- 
ment. Watching their sociabil- 
ity it is easy to understand 
rancher Barney Taylor's asser- 
tion that turkeys adopt people. 
"In the days before feeding was 
mechanized," he said, "the same 
seven or eight turkeys would 
follow me around as I put out 
the food. They became such 
pets I couldn't bear to Mil 
them. Instead, each year I 
would haul them down to a 
friend's ranch where I hoped 
they would live forever." 


Although eating roast turkey 


on Thanksgiving has become an 
American tradition that recalls 
the end of a heartbreaking year 
on the Massachusetts coast for 
the Pilgrims, thanks to the tur- 
key Industry the bird is now a 
popular item of food all year 
round.

four hours to whip a 


British man-o'-war into sub- 
mission and establish American 
naval traditions that will never 
die. 


The movies took four weeks 


to recreate the famous and 
bloody Revolutionary War bat- 
tle in "John Paul Jones" for 
Warner Bros, release in Tech- 
nirama. 


History records that The 


Bonhomme Richard intercepted 
HMS Serapis off Flamborough 
Head on the east coast of Eng- 
land on the evening of Sept. 
23,1779. The two ships reached 
gun range about 7 p.m. and 15 
minutes later, after formal 
hails, the duel was opened with 
mutual broadsides. As was the 
custom in those days, the two 
ships drew alongside and, de- 
spite the continuous blasting of 
cannon, Jones succeeded in 
fastening a line to the British 
ship. Grappling hooks kept the 
two vessels locked bow to steni 
for the rest of the battle and 
boarding of each other's decks 
continued through point-blank 
broadsides, exploding cannon, 
brilliant swordplay and rifle 
fire. 


THE SKRAPIS was a larger 


and more heavily armed ship 
than The Bonhomme Richard, 
but Jones gained an advantage 
by sending his marines into the 
rigging to hurl grenades and 
rifle fire into the hold and gun- 
decks of The Serapis. 


Sky and sea were tinted by 


the bright flames from the 
guns, and the decks; painted 
blood-red to minimize the vis- 
ual horror of the buckets of 
gore which drenched them dur- 
ing battle, became a shambles 
of uprooted cannon, mangled 
bodies and flaming junk before 
an explosion from a well-placed 
grenade set fire to the lower 
deck of the Serapis and forced 
Captain Pearson to surrender 
at 11 p.m. 


All of this was staged with

Deadliest Gun Alive

^fcNE OF the most dangerous 
" weapons ever used by a 
western gunman is the pecu- 
liar-looking but deadly "mare's 
laig" wielded by Josh Randall 
in the TV series "Wanted — 
Dead or Alive." 


The 
"mare's 
laig" 
is 
a 


sawed-off 
carbine and is so 


dangerous that Steve McQueen, 
who portrays Josh Randall, is 
forbidden by law to take it off 
the set unless he's accompanied 
by a police officer. 


"It isn't dangerous to use, 


exactly," slated McQueen, "it's 
just that it's c l a s s e d with 
sawed-off shotguns and such, 
weapons which are easy to con- 
ceal but which have the hitting 
power of full-sized rifles and 
shotguns." 


TIIE WEAPON has a stubby 


barrel and a stubbier stock, and 
its lever used tor loading and 
cocking, has been altered for 
fast action. McQueen wears it 
on his hip like an ordinary 
hand gun, but held in a clamp 
rather than a holster so it can 
be swung into action instead 
of being drawn. 


It has been fashioned from a 


.45-70 caliber carbine and can 
be fired as fast as a frontier 
model Colts .44 or .45. 


"I couldn't take the gun off 


the lot," said McQueen, "so 
when I was learning to handle 
it I was put in a little room at 
the studio. I practiced draw- 
ing and firing that gun until I 
had blisters. But I found that 
with practice you can handle it 
as fast as any pistol." 


McQueen is a New York actor 


and came West only to portray 
the role of the bounty hunter, 
a man who turns outlaws in for 
the rewards, on the TV series. 


"JOSH KANDALI, is a V<?rj! 


"toffgh m*, jet an ideal'isti" 


says the star. "He'd rather take 
his outlaws in alive, but if he 
has to be, he's as deadly as his 
peculiar weapon." 


Steve McQueen was nomi- 


nated for an Emmy for his role 
in the two-part "Studio One" 
•called "The Defender." He has 
made three movies in New York 
and replaced Ben Gazzara in 
"Hatful of Rain" when the stage 
show went on the road. 


He was born and raised on a 


Missouri farm' and at the age 
of 15 left home to seek his for- 
tune. He signed on as a crew- 
man aboard a tanker and head- 
ed for the Dominican Republic 
where .he promptly jumped ship 
and became a beachcomber. 


FOUR MONTHS LATER he 


was in Texas working in the oil 
fields and then got a job with a 
traveling carnival. He wound 
up in Canada with a lumber 
company and at 17 had enlisted 
in the U.S. Marine Corps. 


In 1950 he left the Marines 


and became 
a mechanic in 


Washington, D. C., and theji 
headed for New York. 


Enrolled in a drama school, 


McQueen drove a mail truck to 
earn money and one time fought 
a three-round boxing match for 
$65 to meet his rent payment. 


It was in 1954 that he landed 


a part in "Peg O' My Heart," 
with Margaret O'Brien starred. 
After this he was in Ethel 
Water's "Member of the Wed- 
ding" and the road company of 
"Time Out for Ginger" starring 
Melvyn Douglas. 


Steve has quite a TV record 


too, besides his starring role 
on "Wanted—Dead or Alive." 
He's 26 years of age and_ 
married to dancer Neilej 
ralso well' known 'to 
ences.

Knight who said: "Ills contri- 
bution to the prestige • of our 
State by -designing the Great 
Seal of the State of California, 
merits the gratitude of us all." 


To Mrs. Harold W. Webb of 


San Francisco 
belongs 
the 


credit for rescuing Garnett's 
name from oblivion. She learned 
Uie name of the designer of 
the Great Seal and was eager 
to know more about him. Her 
search, started in her local 
library, spanned the continent 
and required about eight years. 
When she learned that Maj. 
Garnett became a Confederate 
general, she brought him to 
the attention 
of the 
UDC 


whose division president, Mrs. 
Lafayette Banes, presided when 
the memorial was presented to 
the City of Monterey. 


Maj. Garnett was born in Es- 


sex County, Va., in 1819 and 
graduated from West Point in 
1841. He served in the Mexican 
War as an aide to Gen. Zach- 
ary Taylor and was brevetted 
a major at Buena Vista. Later, 
Zachary Taylor, when Presi- 
dent; sent Garnett to California 
in the spring of 1849 to per- 
suade the Californians to form 
a government and come into, 
the Union as the 31st state. 


HE PROBABLY MADE the 


first sketch of the Great Seal 
after being shipwrecked while 
en route from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles. He was stranded 
at the mouth of Lompoc Valley 
and almost died of thirst be- 
fore being rescued. 
At that 


spot he drew a huge circle in 
the sand with the point of his 
sword and sketched in the de- 
tails of the Seal. . 


When California's Constitu- 


tional Convention mot in Col- 
ton Hall, Monterey, in the fall 
of 1849, friction between mili- 
tary and civilian authorities, 
caused Garnett to ask Caleb 
Lyo'n, a clerk of the conven- 
tion, to present the Great Seal 
design. It was accepted, but 
Lyon permitted the convention 
to assume that the work was 
his. 
The major had returned 


east by that time, but friends 
intervened and secured proper 
recognition for his work. 


Garnett served as assistant 


instructor of infantry tactics at 
West Point and also as com- 
mandant of that institution. 
Later he was attached to the 
Pupt Sound and Yakima Expe- 
dition. In 1856-58 he built Ft. 
Simcoe in Washington Terri- 
tory. It was there that he re- 
turned 
from 
more than 
a 


month's campaign in pursuit of 
hostile Indians to learn that 
his wife and baby had died of 
fever, a tragedy that shadowed 
the remainder of his life.

to the East Coast, where he was 
offered 'an appointment to a 
military commission to study 
the possibility of economies in 
.services to Indians. The major 
was not interested, remarking 
that he considered such ex- 
penditures were already "too 
niggardly." 


When his native state of Vir- 


ginia seceded, he resigned his 
commission in the U. S. Army 
and was made a brigadier gen- 
eral by the Confederacy. 
He 


was placed on the staff of Gen. 
Lee as adjutant general. Short- 
age of trained officers soon re- 
quired him to be in charge, of 
4,000 troops sent to western 
Virginia on the Cheat River to 
hold the approaches to the 
Shenandoah Valley, which was 
threatened by the advance of 
Gen. McClellan. Gamett was 
greatly outnumbered and had 
only untrained troops, armed 
with an odd assortment of 
weapons and pitifully lacking 
in artillery. He .deployed his 
troops to the best advantage 
and hoped tip fight a delaying 
and diversionary action. 


During this campaign, Gar- 


nett demonstrated his remark- 
able 
coolness and 
courage. 


While he was lunching in the 
field one day, a shell exploded 
so near that it threw dirt into 
his coffee. He calmly emptied 
his cup and asked his servant 
to refill it, and continued with 
his meal. 


McCLEL'LAN'S superior 


forces overwhelmed the Con- 
federates at one point, threat- 
ening an envelopment of Gar- 
nett's entire army. He began 
a withdrawal and on July 13, 
1861, 
when his army had 


crossed the third ford on the 
Cheat River, he stationed his 
skirmishers behind logs, with 
two Virginia regiments in close 
reserve as rear guards. The 
general and a young aide sat 
their horses in front of the 
skirmishers to observe the ap- 
proach of the enemy. The aide 
had just brought a terribly 
wounded man 
to -, safety 
at 


great personal risk, when bul- 
lets began whistling past with 
him and his general the only 
visible targets. The aide dodged 
and Gen. Garnett reproved him. 
However, when the boy ex- 
plained that he "just had to 
stoop," the general talked pa- 
ternally with him about the 
proper conduct of a soldier. 


When 
the Federals were 


within 50 yards, Garnett reined 
his horse about to see if his two 
regiments were advancing. At 
that moment a bullet struck 
him in the back,,knocking him 
from his horse. The aide tried 
to raise his commander to his 
own saddle, but, failing to do 
so, he seized the reins of the 
general's horse, leaped on his 
own mount and galloped to the 
rear to report the fall of his 
commander. 


Lee had lost one of his most

'Savage of the Drawing Room' 


* NNE LOUISE GERMAINE 
•*"• NECKER DE S T A E L, 
daughter of Genevan million- 
aire Jacques Necker (who for 
a time controlled the purse of 
France) and Suzanne Curchod, 
a Swiss governess once wooed 
by Edward Gibbon, wanted to 
be the intellectual center of 
Paris. And if Napoleon had not 
banished her to her chateau of 
Coppet, on Lake Geneva, she 
might have been. 


As it was, the social and in- 


tellectual elite of France, Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy, England, 
Russia, Sweden and Switzer- 
land heat a path to her chateau 
door — and some to her bed- 
room. 


TTie amazing story of the 


ugly, coarse-featured, sharp- 
tohgued woman who always 
wore a tasteless decolletage 
and was known as "the savage 
of the drawing room" lives 
again In "MISTRESS TO AN 
AGE: 
A LIFE OF MADAME 


DE STAEL." by J. Christopher 
Herold (Bobbs-Merrill, $5.95.) 


Herold, editor-in-chief of the 


Stanford University Press, who 
was born in Czechoslovakia in 
1919 and spent his early years 
on his family's estate outside 
of Vienna, has seen his book 
chosen the November Book-ot- 
the-Month and nominated for 
a 1958 National Book Award. 


Madame de Stael, bora in 


1766, had many lovers, althoifgh 
her biographer hastily assures 
his readers that she was never 
truly promiscuous. Married to • 
M. de Stael, Sweden's ambas- 
sador to France, she was court- 
ed simultaneously by Talley- 
rand, Louis de Narbonne and 
Benjamin Constant. The reader 
may suspect that Constant was 
the one she loved; at least he 
was the one to whom she clung 
most fervently, and she got 
him away from the exquisite . 
Isabelle de Charriere (the "Ze- 
lide" immortalized by Geoffrey 
Scott in "The Portrait 
of 


Zelide," a widely read book of 
the 1920s). 


Madame de Stael's running 


battle with Napoleon brought 
her head close several times to 
the Revolutionary basket. Her 
novels "Delpliine" and "Cor-- 
innc," and her volume "On Ger- 
many," upheld the cause of per- 
sonal liberty. Herold makes it 
plain that she c h a n g e d the 
course of French thought and 
she helped usher in the age of 
romanticism. 


THE 
B R I G H T YOTTNG 


THINGS," by Amanda Vail 
(Little, Brown, $3.75): This re- 
freshing and promising young 
writer has produced another 
book of youth (remember her 
light-hearted "Love Me Lit- 
tle"?). Emily and Amy, the de- 
termine'dly jaded college wom- 
en, go on from their pursuit of 
happiness to attack the great 
problems of life, love and ma- • 
turity. Keynote of the book 
perhaps is "Growing up is a 
process of betrayal; to achieve 
adulthood we betray our in- 
stincts, our values, even our 
bodies.

that goes on until the day you 
die, where you are dressed in 
clothes that are not yours and 
always speak words you do not 
mean."

Jungle General

fl|NE EMIGRANT from Thai- 
" land now residing in Long 
Beach will not have to file for 
citizenship papers. He is Gen- 
eral Jimmy Do Little, a 5- 
month-old gibbon. • 


Jimmy arrived three months 


ago. Unlike other animals, he 
flew from Bangkok as a first- 
class passenger—sitting oil his 
owner's lap. 


"Restrictions on transporting 


animals became much more 
rigid when we reached Hono- 
lulu," said George Huggins, who 
brought Jimmy to the South- 
land. 


"However, after I showed the 


plane captain 'Jimmy's excellent 
eating habits, how he wore 
trousers and was as well-be- 
haved as any human traveler, 
I was given the go-ahead to 
bring him aboard." 


CERTIFICATES f r o m the 


Thai ministry of agriculture, 
written in English and Siamese 
script and testifying to Jimmy's 
good health, also helped to get 
him past customs inspectors 
who look askance at touring 
apes. 


Jimmy's trip came about 


when Huggins, a construction 
engineer from Los Angeles, was 
sent to Southeast Asia as one 
of a group of American experts 
to advise the building of a re- 
finery for the Thai government. 


The Thai King often visited 


the project to view its progress, 
accompanied by his pet gibbon. 


DURING ONE of these visits, 


Huggins mentioned his admira- 
tion for the ape while convers- 
ing with the King. The next 
day, the King's attache' arrived 
at the refinery with three baby 
apes and Huggins was told he 
could take his. pick. He chose 
Jimmy because of his black 
coloring, which is considered 
more valuable than blond in 
that section of Thailand. 


Gibbons usually are not taken 


from the mother until 4 months 
old, 
Jimmy was then 5 w<!eks 


old. His care became the task 
of two Siamese children who 
soon had Jimmy bathing with 
them in a nearby river as well 
as drinking from a bottle. 


Extraordinarily long arms 


(see lower photo) are a char- 
acteristic of the gibbon. In 
their natural state they are 
tree dwellers and rarely touch 
the ground. For self-preserva- 
tion, the baby ape hangs around 
its mother's neck as she swings 
from limb to limb, sometimes 
as far as 40 feet in one leap.

Impressed, 
the officials did not examine 
the illegal cargo, but hastened 
Uie ship on its way.

don's Botanical Gardens. And 
the fine healthy plants were 
shipped off to Britain's posses- 
sions in the East, eventually to 
puncture the beautiful rubber 
bubble in Manaos. The rubber 
plantations of the East Indies 
had matured, and had begun to 
supply rubber at a fraction of 
the price of Amazon produc- 
tion. .

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PET PARADE 
Bush-Baby With Jewel Eyes 


Tiny. Bush-Baby owned by Phyllis Gibboney, is alert, 
intelligent mammal on the low rung of Primate ladder.

Shakespeare, in de- 


scribing an animal, wrote, 


•Vears yet a precious jewel in 
his head," his words were about, 
of all things, the glittering, 
golden, protruding eyes of the 
toad! 


It would be interesting to 


know how, had he ever seen 
them, he would have depicted 
the enormous glowing orbs of 
certain primates such as the 
Douroucouli monkey (the only 
nocturnal true monkey), or one 
of the Lemuroidea such as true 
Lemurs, Tarsiers or a Lorisoid 


such as the little BuslvBaby 
shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture with his owner, Mrs. Phyl- 
lis Gibboney. 


Nature wasn't being coy when 


she characterized many pri- 
mates with' visual organs of 
extraordinary prominence. 
There is a good reason for such 
eyes just as there are usually 
grounds for everything nature 
creates or evolves. 


THE FACTOR OF enormous, 


jewel-like eyes was brought 
about because the early order 
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of these mammals developed 
both their brains and their 
hands when they took to the 
trees to get food and to pur- 
sue or avoid enemies. When 
an animal brings food to his 
mouth instead of putting his 
mouth to his food, his eyes are 
trained to remain on guard 
while he is eating. Sizes of 
eyes, as well as ears and other 
sense organs, hence increased 
along with the development of 
tactile pads on the ends of the 
fingers and toes. 


Mrs. Gibboney, who did the 


obvious thing and named her 
pet Tiny, owns a Moholi Galago 
Bush-Baby, a type of animal 
that is becoming increasingly 
popular as a pet, although a 
few years ago such a pet would 
have made the front page in 
daily papers and rated promi- 
nent articles in magazines. Tiny 
is perfectly harmless and very 
handsome with a long bushy 
tail, soft woolly fur, ears that 
can be voluntarily wrinkled or 
turned about individually. His 
face is small and sharp, and 
his stationary eyes are bright in 
color. Pupils of his eyes are 
contractile to the point of in- 
visibility, which s o m e t i m e s 
gives him a rather expression- 
less appearance. However, there 
is nothing void about Tiny's 
personality. He is alert, smart 
and a lot of fun. 


ALTHOUGH NEARLY ALL 


primates in captivity (man in- 
cluded) are fond of sweets, 
their intake must be limited 
to some degree. Tiny's sweet- 
tooth is satisfied with little 
pieces of plain cookies and bits, 
of cake. He loves fruit of all 
kinds cut up in small chunks. 
The main staple of his. diet is 
mealworms; In his native land 
he would eat anything; that 
could be found in trees—leaves, 
insects, eggs, birds, fruit, even 
snakes. 


There are several types of 


Bush-Babies in various sections 
of Africa. All varieties, are ac- 
tive, like to leap from tree to 
tree, frequently with more 
speed than a squirrel. Limbs 
are spread-eagled as they make 
their prodigious vaults with 
little or no loss of altitude. 


The Bush-Babies and other 


Lemuroidea at one time lived 
in peaceful companionship with 
natives of their lands. With 
the advent of civilization, the 
respected place of these harm- 
less animals was overlooked, 
and natives began killing them 
on sight. Lately, however, with 
people clamoring for exotic pets, 
the natives have been captur- 
ing them instead of destroy- 
ing them.

a rewarding gardening ad- 


venture available to all. The 
cost of producing fragrant and 


• colorful flowers in your home 
is 
negligible. 
Feeding 
and 


watering are reduced to a mini- 
mum and you can practically 
forget weed killers, insecticides 
and fungicides. The basic es- 
sentials are top quality bulbs, 
one carton of bulb fibre, and an 
attractive vase that you have 
probably been wanting to use 
for years. 


One of the most interesting 


forms of indoor bulb gardening 
is raising hyacinths in regula- 
tion hyacinth glasses. The large 
or 
exhibition size 
hyacinth 


bulbs are recommended. The 
smaller or bedding size bulbs 
are satisfactory 
for . outdoor 


gardening, but will not "force" 
well indoors. 


THE FIRST STEP in hy- 


acinth culture indoors is to 
clean out the base of the bulb. 
Frequently decayed roots and 
other undesirable plant tissue 
accumulate in the hollow of 
the bulb. Unless cleaned, it 
may start to rot. 


Place the bulb in the hy- 


acinth glass and nole the level 
at which the base of the bulb 
sits. Then remove the bulb and 
fill the glass with cold water 
to_a point just slightly below 
the bulb's resting point. Add a 
little charcoal to keep the 
water fresh and set the bulb 
in position. Then place the 
container and .bulb in a dark 
but airy location for several 
' weeks^ 


• 
introduce the 
hyacinth to 


full light only when the roots 
have touched the bottom of the 
glass. The longer the plant is 
kept in darkness the larger the 
^flower head will be within cer- 
"tain limits. Once the flower 
head has grown above the 
foliage" you need not worry 
about placing it in the light. 
However, direct sunlight should 
'be avoided at all times. 


BULB FIBRE is a mixture 


made especially for indoor cul- 
"ture of bulbous plant material. 
The best way of utilizing this 
product is to place it in a bowl, 
then add plenty of water. Ex- 
cess m o i s t u r e 
should be 


squeezed out before placing the 
fibre in the bowl to be planted. 


After the bulbs have been 


placed in position, more water 
may be added. The reason for 
this treatment is, that at first 
the bulb fibre seems to resist 
moisture; but after water has 
been squeezed through it, then

its absorption, like a chamois, 
is greatly, increased. 


During the growing season, 


the fibre should be kept con- 
stantly moist but never Hooded. 
Hotting may occur if excess 
moisture stands in the con- 
tainer. You can check this by 
tilting the bowl to one side, 
allowing the superfluous wuler 
to drain off. 


Narcissus is also an excellent 


choice for growing indoors. The 
recommended varieties include 
the well known Paper Whites 
which are pure white with a 
creamy-toned center, and the 
Chinese Sacred Lilies which 
have white flowers .and yellow 
centers. Also of importance, is 
the Golden Sun (Soleii D'Or) 
narcissus which is really a yel- 
low paper White. The blooms 
are golden yellow and produced 
on tall, stiff stems and in huge 
clusters. 


THESE NARCISSUS should 


be grown in a shallow vase per-. 


haps 2 or 3 inches tall. You can 
support the bulbs with small 
rocks or pebbles; or bulb "fibre 
may be used. The plants grow 
quite well in clear water when 
supported adequately. 


One of the most Interesting 


gardening adventures 
of 
all 


time is growing Lily of the- Val- 
ley in your home. The amazing 
characteristic 
about 
t h e s e 


plants is their ability to flower 
just 21 days after planting. Lily 
of the Valley are grown from 
what florists refer to as "pips," 
the tip ends of which look very 
much like miniature asparagus 
tips. The flowers are produced 
in clusters, are pure white and 
bell-shaped. Lily of the Valley, 
pips should be started in the 
dark and then gradually intro- 
duced to the light. A shallow 
bowl is advisable, and if neces- 
sary, approximately 
one-third 


of the roots may be pruned off 
so as to be accommodated in 
the container. You will find the 
fragrance delightful. 


From now on until the first 


of the year, there are only two> 
r e a l l y important protective 
measures to be taken in your 
garden:. 


1. Give plants and shrubs a 


clean-up spray with a lime - 
sulphur - oil emulsion. I some- 
times refer to the clean-up 
spray 
as 
the 
"preventive" 


spray. But r e g a r d l e s s of 
which name 1 use, it is truly so 
important that it bears a sec- 
ond reminder to all good gar- 


deners. If you haven't given 
your garden a fall clean-up 
spray it is a must to do it- be- 
fore winter to prevent destruc- 
tive insects and fungus diseases 
from over-wintering there. Dis- 
pose of all dead foliage and de- 
bris. Then spray, being particu- 
lar to achieve a fine coverage 
of the plant or shrub and in- 
cluding the soil around it. 


2. The second measure is to 


treat the soil around fruit and 
shade trees for the control-of 
borers.

Landscaping Adds 


Large brazier filled with water and surrounded with 
plants and rough gravel transformed this bare comer.

CONTEMPORARY landscap- 
^ ing artistically executed 
can be like a sparkling diamond 
in a ring. An interesting, eye- 
catching landscape effect was 
executed by. Ronald Langworthy 
of Bakersfield, a landscape con- 
tractor and president of Kern 
County Camellia ^Society. 


At the corner of a driveway 


and curving walk that leads to 
the home under discussion he 
bypassed the conventional cor- 
ner planting composed of a tri- 


' angle of junipers, hypericum 


patulum henryi, prostrate cot- 
oneaster, or some similar plant 
material customarily used. 


He built up a gentte slope of 


soil, partially anchored a large 
barbecue brazier to serve the 
purpose of a pool and filled it 
with water, planted two holly 
oak trees for the background, 
placed shore j u n i p e r s , sago 


palms, equisetums and succu- 
lents for best effect, casualty 
placed several small rocks, and 
sprinkled the soil with suntan 
roofing rock with lavender ac- 
cents. 
Presto — that planting 


area came alive. Reflection and 
movement of water in -the pool 
catches the eye and becomes the 
focal point of interest, without 
detracting from the rest of the 
planting. 


Thoughtfully l a n d s c a p e d 


grounds add personality to a 
home. 
Many times well-land-, 


scaped grounds cut down on 
the maintenance costs and in- 
creases the value of the prop- 
erty.

gardens, tucked in among ca- 
mellias. 
As soon as it was 


planted out in the sun, in the 
more temperate coastal areas, 
the leaves turned rich red to 
purple tones. 


Ternstroemia is a close rela- 


tive of the camellia, and likes 
an acid soil candition. 
Don't 


expect immediate wonders from 
it when you first plant it in 
the tub or in the ground, where 
it gets lots of sun. It'll take 
time for the foliage to turn into 
autumn colors. 


It's not a bad idea to have 


the plants become accustomed 
to full sun by putting them out 
this winter, instead, of waiting 
to do it next spring. Look up 
the ternstroemia at your local 
nursery, and see whether it is a 
plant you'd like for your garden 
or patio. 


THIS IS A GOOD TIME to 


check up on your efforts with 
mums this year. 


Lots of brown or shriveled 


leaves well up on the branches 
may mean plants are too crowd- 
ed, and don't get enough light 
and circulation of air. Pests 
such as leaf hoppers and aphids, 
. left undisturbed, may have add- 
ed their toll by hastening the 
browning of the leaves. 
One 


of .the main contributory causes 
f o r f o l i a g e browning 'on, the 
pompon, hardy, or other bush- 
type mums may have been due 
to lack of pinching back the 
plants early enough in the sea- 
son to force lower b r a n c h 
growths to keep their foliage. 
Then, too, periodic f e e d i n g 
helps the p la n t foliage stay 
thrifty.

Eel worms are 
sometimes 


mistaken for wire worms and 
frequently infest potted plants 
of tender varieties, such as 
orchids, cymbidiums and fine 
ferns. 


This is one type of insect in- 


festation for which I like to 
use a w-dl-formulated 
pyre- 


thrum product. The way to use 
it is to water the plants well 
the night before so that the soil 
is evenly moist. Then mix your 
pyrethrum product in the pro- 
portions recommended on the 
label and pour the dilution into 
the flower pot until it comes 
right up to the rim. Permit this 
mixture to seep slowly down 
through the potting soil. Then 
fill it to the top a second time 
so that you get a thorough 
permeation. A good pyrelhrum 
product used in this way will 
not be injurious to the plant. 
And it has the additional ad- 
v a n t a g e of being effective 
against other destructive in- 
sects besides the eel worms, if 
any are present in the potting 
soil.

ATLANTA, CA. 


Detective Jim Morris opened the door and saw what 
was, for him, a familiar sight — the thin, crying faces 
of abandoned children. There were six of them, alone 
in a dimly lit furnished room in a slum area here. 
They were dressed in tattered, faded clothing, had no 
shoes and just bits of crackers to eat. 


Then he saw the bed?, just two of them. Both were 


neatly made and spotless. Surprised, since the oldest 
child was only 10, he looked around the bare dingy 
room. The floors were swept and mopped, the chil- 
dren's clothes clean, their faces scrubbed. 


He looked again at 10-year-old Louise Dorsey. To- 


day, two months later, he says: "She is the bravest, 
most remarkable little girl I have ever known." 


No one could dispute him. Abandoned twice by her 


father, with her mother in and out of hospitals, this 
fragile, 60-pound child has spent much of the past two 
years lovingly mothering four younger sisters and a 
brother. Louise has cooked for them, washed for them, 
scolded them, even gone out and worked for them. 


Tired, pale and underweight, Louise nevertheless 


insists she has more reason than most for giving thanks 
in this Thanksgiving season. "I can be thankful," she 
says, "that my brother and sisters were not taken from 
me. We are all still together." 


It has been Louise who kept them together. Last 


year her father, a truck driver, went to jail for aban- 
doning the family. A short time later her mother had 
to rush two of the children, stricken by meningitis, to 
the hospital. Needed there, she left Louise to care for 
the two other children, then 4 and 3. 


Little Woman 


Early this year, with the children recovered and the 


father Rome, a sixth child — a girl — was born. But 
this summer the father departed again. Worn out from' 
worry1 and plagued by a kidney infection, Mrs. Dorsey 
had to report.for day-long treatments at Grady Mem- 
orial Hospital here. Louise was left with what she 
calls "my kids": Carter, 7, Rosie, 5, Susan, 4, Robbie, 
2, and baby Elaine, 6 months. 


"I had very little trouble, really," says Louise, who 


speaks with the surcness of a 30-year-old mother. 
"Momma did show me how to fix the baby's formula, 
but everything else — the cooking and cleaning and 
washing — 1 already knew how to do." 


Her biggest problem, she says, was Carter, as mis- 


chievous as a 7-year-old boy can be. "He never would 
mind me," says Louise. "One day I made him bend 
over an arm chair and 1 gave him a whipping. He just 
said, 'Hah, hah, you can't hurt me.' But after 1 gave 
him two or three more whippings, he began to mind." 


The girls were less trouble but occasionally they, 


too, would explode into shrill bickering, followed by 
blows. In her adult way, Louise sighs and clucks: "I 
guess they will grow up but 1 declare sometimes 1 
doubt it." 


Only once did her spirits fall. After-a trying day - 


with the children, she noticed one night that her 
mother had come home especially weak. "I got down 
on my knees," says Louise, a Salvation Army member 
and deeply religious. "I prayed to God that my momma 
would be better and the kids would mind me more. 
And do you know," she exclaims," her face lighting up, 
"that very next day the kids were good and Momma 
was feeling better." 


On weekdays Louise and Carter went to school, 


leaving the younger children with neighbors. "One 
night 1 had to stay up with baby," recalls Louise. "She 
had an ear ache. At school the next morning 1 was so 
sleepy I put a book in front of me and fell asleep on 
the desk." 


A Bedtime Story 


Rushing home each afternoon, she borrowed fond 


from neighbors, then sent the children out to play 
while she cooked dinner. Each night at bedtime she 
gathered the kids around her and read to them — 
usually a story from the Bible. 


On weekends she rose early and darted over to the 


apartment of a neighbor, a crippled woman. Louise 
cooked breakfast (the woman still raves over her ham 
and eggs), then cleaned up the apartment. For this 
she received SI, plus another half-dollar when she 
mopped the floor. 


"I'd usually buy food with the money," says Louise, 


looking, wise and adult. But then she shows there's 
still some little-girl left in her. Giggling, she admits, 
-"Of course, sometimes the kids hadn't any candy in 
weeks, so I'd buy some and we'd split it up." 


Half-dazed from pain and the loss of her husband, 


Man' Dorsey began to lean more and more on the 
strength and intelligence of her daughter. "Many 
times I wouldn't know where to turn for'food," says 
Mrs. Dorsey, 29,~a simple woman born and raised on 
a farm near here. "But Louise would say to me, 'Don't 
worry, Momma, when it's time for us to cat, there'll be 
something to cat.' " 


One night, however, there wasn't. With Mrs. 


Dorsey ordered to stay at the hospital, the neighbors 
— who know hard times themselves — felt they could 
no longer feed the children. They called the police. 


"Louise burst into tears when I told her who I was,1 


says Detective Morris."She screamed.'YonVe not ffiinf 
to separate us. I won't let yon! 


But Morris, a big, kindly cop, calmed her down. 


Louise gathered the children around her, washed the

tears off their faces, then bundled the baby in her .arms, 
and slowly led the children down the walk to the wait- 
ing police car. 


"All the neighborhood kids were crying," says Mrs. 


Edward Jackson, who lives in the next house. "But as 
Louise passed my girl, she said, 'Don't cry: After 
awhile they'll let you come and see us.' " 


Today the Dorsey family lives on the top floor of 


a two-story frame house in Athens, Ga., about 75 
miles, from here. They were brought there by Mrs. 
Dorsey's mother, Mrs. lola Free, a widow living on a 


N small social-security check and often sick in bed her- 
self. Since Mrs. Dorsey is still weak, Louise goes on 
doing what she's .been doing— washing, scrubbing, 
cooking "and making the kids mind." 


"Any girl could do it," claims Louise, "if she didn't 


want to be playing all the time. Trouble is, too many 


girls nowadays want to play and they never learn 
anything." 
.< 


Only the memory of her father can ruffle her easy- 


going, pleasant manner. "I never want to sec him 


,. again," she says. "Not after what he's done-to us." 


Lecture for a Father 


She has no fear of him. Once he reeled home drunk 


•and snapped orders at Louise. Only 8, she stood up to 
him and shouted: "I'd do anything for you when 
you're sober, but I wouldn't getrydu a glass .of water 
when you're drunk!" He crept off to bed. 


Despite her mother's tragedy, Louise remains cheer- 


fully optimistic. "I want to be married when I grow 
up, but to somebody who'd be a real- daddy — not a 
half one. And I'll tell you truly, after raising these 
kids I don't know if I want more than two myself." 


Her dream is to finish high school (she's now in 


the fifth grade), then become a private secretary. "I 
don't want to go to college because I want to get a job 
to help out Momma and the kids." 


Is she ever confused about herself — whether she's 


child or adult? "I guess I'm still a kid," she says hesi- 
tantly. "But to tell you the truth, sometimes I just don't 
know."

200,000 WOMEN 


Santa's helpers need no experience 


Where would Santa Claus be without his or- 
ganization? He'd be hopelessly swamped, of 


course — which is why 200,000 women are 
wanted, no later than ThanksgiviiiR, for 
Christmas season jobs in the nation's retail 
stores. 


A pre-holiday PARADE survey has uncov- 


ered these facts about opportunities for 
women as Santa's helpers. For example: 


Merchants prefer women especially at 


Christmas. Approximately two out of three 
department store employees are women. But 
during the Yuletide shopping season, when 
some stores double their staffs, personnel 
managers are apt to discourage male appli- 
cants for temporary jobs. "Why,"'they may 
ask, "don't you mind the kids and send your 
wife here?" The reason is that men can't sell 
so many Christmas items. Toys and luggage, 
yes. But perfume, filmy underthings. and 
many other Christmas gifts move more briskly 
when a saleswoman is pushing them. 


Inexperience is no barrier to these jobs 


which fall into three main categories. Most 
stores want both part time and full lime help 
for tours of duty that include one or more 
evenings and Saturdays. 


Sales clerk: a pleasant personality and 


appearance, literacy (for making out sales 
slips) and strong feet are qualifications. Age 
limits are stretched at Christmas time. 


Office help: includes office machine opera- 


lors, cashiers (may have to pass arithmetic 
lest) and sales check sorters. 


Packers, wrappers, stock clerks: stamina is 


a requisite. 


Wages arc regular starring rates as per 


union contract or state minimum; generally 
from 90 cents to S1.20 per hour. Supervisors 
(floor walkers, assistant department mana- 


gers) may earn up to $60 weekly. Temporary 
workers don't get commissions or regular 
benefits (such as sick pay, hospitalization). 


Why should a woman go to work for 


Christinas? Obviously, money alone is not the 
lure. Other inducements are: 


1) Opportunity to shop. Stores offer 10-20 


per cent discounts on employee purchases. 
Many women resist spending all year, then go 
to work at Christmas and'buy, buy, buy. 


2) Change of pace, escape from routine. 
3) Social benefits. "One matron works for 


us each year," reports * merchant, "because 
she loves to sing in our glee club." 


Merchants Start Early 


To snag "temporaries" before his com- 


petitor, a merchant will start plotting in July. 
Recruitment begins in October, with Thanks- 
giving the deadline. Jobs generally end De- 
cember 24.

Best sources for stores wooing helpers arc: 


1) former employees (they receive a warm 
^ 


letter inviting their return); 2) off-season 
ballplayers; 3) "moonlighters" (persons hold- 
ing daytime jobs who add night work at 
Christinas); 4) state employment services; 
5) airline hostesses; 6) retirees. 


Two fresh, virtually untapped sources are: 


Regular employees' friends — "We give you 
S 5 for each friend of yours we employ," some 
stores tell their staff. Church and work 
groups — one Pennsylvania store sent 3,000 
letters to church and community organiza- 
tions with this pitch: Volunteer your services 
and we'll donate your wages to your group. 
"As a money-raising technique.it's easier than 
a bazaar," explains a personnel manager, 
"and it brings us the nicest types. Bright, alert 
— iind can those women sell!"

PORTLAND, ORE. 


A few years ago, a Bikini-wearing coed 
from Reed College here turned up in 
Italy and won the ."Miss Capri" title in 
an Italian bathing beauty contest. 


Her victory aroused only mild curios- 


ity on the Reed campus. The same kind 
of reception greeted a top scholar who 
won a boxing title, and last year's pick- 
up ski team which won a regional 
championship in its spare time. 


At Reed, beauty and brawn are fine, 


but brains are the thing that counts. 
On the cherry-blossomed campus on the 
edge of Portland, the intellect is king. 
And while the rest of the U.S. has been 
stewing about the quality of its colleges, 
Reed, with little money and only 650 
students, has put together one of the 
most enviable records in education. 


Take these hits of evidence: 
• Reed has turned out a greater per- 


centage of Rhodes scholars than any 
other college in the U.S. — one for 
every 81 male graduates. (National av- 
erage: one for every 3,000.) 


• Reed has had a higher percentage 


of students go on to Ph.D.'s in science 
than any other college — one study 
showed nearly twice as many as its 
nearest rival. 


• Reed runs a close second to 


Swartlunore in proportion of graduates 
who go on to win Ph. D. degrees. 


• Reed, three years in a row, has 


had the highest proportion of winners 
of VVoodro'w Wilson Fellowships—the 
largest program of graduate fellowships. 


• A Reed student, for the third year 


in a row, has won one of only 10 highly 
prized Rockefeller Institute .Fellow- 
ships. (The winner, Dick Cellarius, 20, 
was last year's campus hero; students 
spoke in awed whispers of his work in 
plant physiology.) 


• Of last year's 105-student gradu-

ating class, 52 won some kind of award 
for graduate study. 


Thus, on a percentage basis, little- 


known Reed has outstripped such pres- 
tige schools as Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton. Oddly, the college has run 
up this record while smashing many of 
the old stereotypes about college. Stu- 


v dents never see their grades, for in- 


stance, until they graduate. When an 
exam is given, they may take their 
papers, sit under the cherry trees and 
frequently take their time about an- 
swering. And a perennial campus de- 
bate is how often—not whether—girls 
should be allowed to visit in boys' 
rooms, and vice versa. 


The College Cornerstone 


How does Reed get that way? Col- 


lege officials point to the Reed philoso- 
phy, begun with the college in 1911, 
and its five major convictions: 1) small 
classes; 2) « high-caliber faculty; 3) a- 
minimum of distractions; 4) consider- 
able independence of study; 5) con- 
siderable independence in behavior. 


Ever since its founding under the 


will of river boat titan Simeon G. Reed, 
the college has believed this code more 
important than bricks and mortar, 
Greek-letter fraternities or winning 
football teams. The average class num- 
bers 10 students; a few classes with as 
many as 19 students are considered 
shockingly large. Although the faculty 
is underpaid by other colleges' stand- 
ards (rop figure for a full professor: 
about §9,000), many top-flight men • 
have been attracted to Reed and have 
spurned better offers elsewhere. Na- 
tionally known Charles McKinley, for 
instance, heads the political science de- 


partment; chemistry professor Arthur 
Scott also has a national reputation. 


Reed's first president, William T. 


Foster, was a violent opponent of over- 
emphasized sports. He decreed that the 
college could participate in no sport for 
which admission was charged. Today 
Reed participates in many sports, but 
on a catch-as-catch-can basis. The foot- 
ball team, which once lost 17 games in 
a row, is the campus joke. "When the 
team wins," said one senior, "people 
start talking about abolishing football." 


But it is in its attitude toward study 


that Reed'really pioneers. The college 
wants no one-sided scholars. Early in . 
its history, the school abolished the 
"cafeteria" method of choosing studies, 
in which a student decides what he'd 
like to study.-The first two years, sci- 
ence and non-science students are re- 
quired to study in each other's fields 
and also take a course which blends 
literature, drama, economics and poli- 
tics into a history of mankind. 


As a senior, a Reed student is strictly 


on his own. His principal requirement 
is to complete a research project. Some 
students schedule only a handful of 
classes and a few almost none. But they 
make up this time in work outside the 
classroom — in labs, library cubicles, 
dormitory study rooms. 


The 70-hour Week 


Dick Ccllarius, for instance, put'in 


about 70 hours a week studying last 
year, but less than 15 hours were spent 
in the classroom. The rest of the time 
he presided over a pentaric bubble 
chamber, in" "a basement physics lab- 
oratory. 


The same yardstick of individual rc-

Reed's coeds, for instance, have a 
midnight curfew during the week, and on 
weekends the check-in hour is extended 
to 2:30 a.m.'Many evenings are spent-in 
instructors' homes, cither in informal sym- 
posiums (see photo) or in plain chit-chat. 


Many students feel that Reed has an un- 


just reputation for being peopled by thick- 
spectacled bookworms and dowdy coeds. 
They point to Miss Capri and an assort- 
ment of athletes to refute it. But a few 
rebels occasionally resent the double- 
domed flavor on the 90-acrc campus. "The 
trouble with this place," one boy grumbled 
recently, "is that you're considered nuts if 
you're in love with anyone but Plato." 


Others have been heard to say that it 


might be nice to award block letters for 
athletic prowess, like other schools. If such 


feelings arc really deep-rooted, however, 
these students usually-pass along to some 
other campus. . 


Because of its unique attitude toward 


study, Reed chooses its students with care. 
Generally, about half of those who apply 
are admitted. And costs arc high, running 
to about $2,000 a year. But about 25 per 
cent of the freshmen arc scholarship stu- 
' dents, and over a third of the student 
body holds campus jobs. 


The 34-year-old Freshman 


In selecting its students, Reed often 


will take a chance on those other colleges 
would pass by. The school is proudest of 
a man who enrolled at age 34. He had 
never graduated from high school but 
whizzed through Reed and now is a top 
Navy rocket expert. 


Despite its attitude toward snorts and 


other old-school-tie traditions, Reed turns 
out fantastically loyal alumni. Although 
the school now is in serious need of money 
For a new science building, the fault docs 
not lie with the alumni. In financial dona- 
tions per capita, a higher percentage of 
alumni contribute to Reed than alumni of 
any other school in the Northwest. 


lust how loyal Reed's alumni arc was 


evidenced by a recent economics senior. 
He used the knowledge gained in class to 
play the stock market and make a killing. 
Because Reed had furnished the informa- 
tion he needed, however, he bought the 
college an FM radio station. And — typi- 
cal of a college where culture is most- 
important --T- he decreed it should broad- 
cast good music, lectures and more dis- 
cussion groups.

Some of her shoes 
have platform soles to give her extra 
height (she's only 5'1") and she often 
wears ankle-strapped shoes after dark 
when crinolined ball gowns hide them.

party, as does a Scotland Yard detective 
who personally carries the- Princess' 
jewel cases.

Princess Margaret insists on a daily 


"comb-through" of her hair, a twice- 
weekly shampoo and set, with a special 
coiffure for a grand occasion. Her hair- 
dresser has a special portable drier with 
attachments for use anywhere. 


Before each tour, Princess Margaret 


works hard. She curls up in a deep sofa 
with books about the place she's going 
to visit, absorbing all possible informa- 
tion. She watches movies of the place 
in a special screening room in Bucking- 
ham Palace. 


Schedules of events are drawn up, 


studied and altered with London repre- 
sentatives of the places concerned. 


Important details concerning local 


notables arc memorized by the Princess 
— along with their names.. 


. Princess Margaret conducts her ca- 


reer from her home, a self-contained 
apartment in Clarence House, a stone's 
throw from the Palace. The Princess 
shares the residence with" the Queen 
Mother, but runs her own household. 


She has furnished her home with 


antique furniture, featuring rose-pink 
with white and gold appointments. She 
uses a little mahogany desk that was a 
gift from the Palace sen-ants. 


The Princess collects miniature glass 


.ornaments and owns hundreds of clas- 
sical and jazz records. She also gives 
parties on a gracious scale. 


For the Queen's sister is wealthy. 


She has inherited money from her 
grandmother and is paid an allowance 
of 6,000 pounds ($16,800) annually 
by the British government. Many Brit- 
ishers consider it fair pay "for the job 
done." 


And the job is expanding. Just last 


month, Princess Margaret visited the 
World's Fair in Brussels. She wanted 
to have "a look around and drink beer 
in that pub" Prince Philip had told 
her about. 


A Husband for Margaret? 


But more significantly, she dined, 


chatted gaily and laughed with Belgian 
King Baudouin and other members of 
the Royal Family. 


As a result, Europe now believes 


that Queen Elizabeth's sister has gently 
wiped away the last of the bitterness 
born in 1940. That's when Belgian 
King Leopold's surrender to Hitler en- 
raged the British people. 


As Princess Margaret drove through

A PARADE ON-THE-SPOT REPORT 


Why we're losing 


our overseas air bases 


by JACK ANDERSON

CAIRO, EGYPT. 


Our great air bases in the Middle East — mighty 
fortresses of the air age stocked with atomic bombs, 
swarming with jet planes and guarded by sky-scanning 
radar — are being written off. They've become^unre- 
liable, if not useless. This solemn judgment has been 
forced upon the Air Force not by Soviet missiles, 
which are zeroed in on these bases, but by Cairo Radio 
which is beamed into the areas surrounding them. 


The Air Force won't abandon its seven multi-mil- 


lion-dollar bases in Morocco, Libya and Saudi Arabia 
if it can hold on to them. But to the crews who man 
them; swearing out their days in sun and sand, the 
future is ominous. The anti-American hatred, whipped 
up by Egyptian Dictator Nasser, is closing in. Here's 
how we stand today: 
• King Mohammed V, a firm friend of the West, has 
been forced to bow to the popular will and order us out 
of our five bases in Morocco. Our only hope is to drag 
out the negotiations as long as possible. . 
• Our use of Nouasseur base, one of the five, as a 
staging area for die Lebanon landing last July so 
angered Arabs that we gave up hope of using any 
Middle East base for purposes Nasser might oppose. 
• In Saudi Arabia, Dhahran base has become little 
more than a stopover for transport planes. Even this 
limited use is strictly controlled by the royal family. 
(Example: they won't permit Jewish crewmen to 
land.) As far back as the Indo-China War, Saudi 


Arabia wouldn't let our planes evacuating wounded 
French soldiers stop for refueling. 
• Libya's frail, aging King Idris also is feeling the 
pressure of his people to boot us out of Wheelus base 
near the historic "shores of Tripoli." It is only a ques-" 
tion of how long he can hold out. 
• No Middle East country will let us use our base 
rights to set up Thor and Jupiter missiles, which could 
reach Russia and counteract Soviet missile might. Ex- 
cept for anti-aircraft rockets, the only missiles we have 
been allowed to bring into this strategic area are obso- 
lete, short-range Matadors. 


Arab hostility toward-our Ijases-foolishly ignores 


their own self-interest. Arabs, who have spent their 
lives in tattered tents, mud hovels and beaten-out tin 
shantiesi;have watched these cemcnt-and-steel oases 
arise from the desert, almost as miraculously as the 
magic cities in their folk tales. With this growth has 
come undreamed prosperity. 


Dollars Prop Up a King 


The five Moroccan bases, King Mohammed admits, 


pour $60 million a year into his destitute country. In 
Libya, whose deserts are the most barren -and whose 
people arc the region's poorest, Wheelus is the main 


• economic prop keeping King Idris on his throne. 


Apart from the money it spends, the Air Force has 


worked painstakingly to build up good will with the 
natives. Arab employees have been taught valuable 
new skills. American airmen are instructed in the local 
customs. They are encouraged to learn Arabic. This 


policy was so successful in Libya and Morocco that, 


- while Frenchmen feared for their lives at night, Ameri- 


cans could walk the streets without incident. 


But the urgings of Cairo now have won out over the 


actions of American servicemen. The' temper of the 
people has turned against America. Even kings like 
Idris and Mohammed, who want to remain friendly, 
dare not display their sentiments too openfy. To do so 
might invite the fate of murdered young King Feisal of 
Iraq. Result: our Middle East bases, vital links in the 
defense chain we have flung around the-world, are 
being filed away by the rasp of Nasserism. . 


To the crafty Egyptian dictator, these bases are not 


merely signs of foreign power that offend his ego;.they 
are pawns in the game of his boundless ambition. His 
popularity depends, in part, upon producing ever more 
spectacular triumphs to dazzle the bazaar mobs. Hav- 
ing gotten the British out of Egypt and seized the Suez 
Canal, what could be more dramatic than to boast he 
forced the Americans to abandon their air bases? 


Radio Inflames Passions 


Already he has neutralized these bases with little 


more than a radio station and a genius for inflaming 
Arab passions. His strident broadcasts-drown out'all 
other voices in the Islamic world, thanksjp niore. pow- 
erful 
signals and better programing. Cairo} news- 


papers also are circulated wherever Arabic is read. 


Cairo is a haven for revolutionaries who find the 


political climate too hot at home. They keep up. their 
activities, however, through the Afro-Asian People's 
Solidarity Council, whose tentacles reach throughout 
Africa and the Middle East. This underground or- 
ganization is dominated by Nasser but also is used by 
the Kremlin. The Soviet-Embassy here has a blank 
check to offer travel grants and scholarships to Arab 
and African nationalists. Arab youths are whisked off 
to Russia to return as rabid Sonet sympathizers. -. 


In contrast, the few young nationalists who call at 


the American Embassy are given only a handful'of 
pamphlets. Unlike Russian diplomats who are schooled' 
in the Arab language and mentality, our diplomats are 
rotated through these countries so fast that few learn 
to speak Arabic, let alone understand the people. 


The sullen faces of Arabs today clearly say, "Yankee 


go home." To do so would mean abandoning installa- 
tions that have cost our taxpayers billions to build and 
maintain. The physical facilities on the five Moroccan 
bases alone cost $380 million. Another SI00 million 
went into Wheelus and Dhahran. Twice this total has 
been spent on day-to-day operations.'_ 


Our decision must also take into account the stra- 


tegic importance- of these seven bases, springboards 
from which our B-47 jet bombers can jump off against 
Russian.targets. They also hold a strategic part ofour. 
nuclear stockpile, and their elaborate radar and com- 
munications systems warn against surprise attack. 


Uncle Sam could probably hold these bases against 


mob or even military attack. Every man on them, 
whether clerk or cook, is a trained fighting man. 
Marines also could be flown in overnight. But Uncle 
Sam does not wish to behave like a colonial power. He 
would rather pull out than stay by force. 
" 


' 
What are the alternatives? We are revamping our 


retaliation plans to rely more on safer bases in Spain, 
Italy and Turkey. Also, a frantic race has begun to 
build up super-range bombers and missiles which can 
by-pass the Middle-East. Clearly, the answer is a strik-. 
ing power that requires no foreign bases at all. 


Doomed though they may be, the seven Middle East 


bases still arc vital. They must be held until other 
bases, bombers and missiles take their place.

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Try little pancakes for dessert

What shall we serve for dessert? The rest- 
of the menu is planned, the guests are in- 
vited, but the dessert still remains an 
unsolved problem. It must be "different," 
enchanting, a wonderful climax for a 
perfect dinner. 


Why not try little pancakes, not much 


bigger than a silver dollar? In the Scandi- 
navian countries, they have long been a 
favorite dessert when covered with a tangy 
fruit sauce. Top your pancakes with a 


• sauce of golden apricots, a sprinkle of but* 
tery toasted almonds. Accompany them 
with strong, fragrant demi-tasse. The re- 
sult, you will discover, is marvelous! 


If you haven't planned the dinner, per- 


haps you'd like suggestions. Begin with ice- 
cold tomato-and-clam juice cocktail. For 
the main course, serve veal cutlet with 
mushroom sauce, whipped potatoes, 
pickled beets, tender-crisp broccoli and a 
mixed green salad;

1 cup dried apricots 
2 cups water

Bring apricots and water to boil; cook in :

Place milk, egg and 
salad oil in shaker or .glass jar. Add butter- 
milk pancake mix; shake vigorously 10 to 
15 .times or until-batter is fairly smooth. 
Pour 1 measuring tablespoon batter for 
each pancake on hot lightly greased grid- 
dle. Bake to a golden brown, turning once. 
Makes about 30 pancakes. For each serv- 
ing overlap 5 or 6 pancakes. Top with 
apricot sauce; garnish with toasted al- 
monds. Makes five of six servings.

In Hollywood's crazy caste system... 


Actors' salaries 


are everybody's business 


by JIM BACKUS 


HOLLYWOOD. 


No matter where an actor goes in this town, 
he can't get away from his salary. It's with 
htm 24 hours a day like the fabled albatross 
around his neck. In other walks of life, a 
man's salary is a very personal thing known 
only to his lawyer, the Collector of Internal 
Revenue and perhaps his wife. 


This is definitely not the case in Holly- 


wood. I will try to explain this complicated, 


• witch-ridden, medieval system of motion pic- 


ture salaries. Let's forget the handful of really 
big stars who get $250,000 a picture. Let us 
rather take the case'of what we call a suc- 
cessful "working actor." 


First of all, salaries go $500, $750, 


$1,000, $1,250, $1,500, $1,750, $2,000, 
$2,250, $2,500 and $3,250 a week. When 


"an actor gets beyond $3,250, he usually gets 
paid by the picture. He may make adjust- 
ments according to how many weeks the part 
runs. For example, an actor who gets, say, 
$1,750 a week will "adjust," as it is called, 
and will accept $1,500 a week if the part 
runs for a guaranteed four weeks or over. He 
has not lost face by this deal* however, and is 
still considered a $1,750-a-week actor. 


Once an actor gets into a certain salary 


bracket, let us say $ 1,250 a week, that is his. 
badge and his caste mark. Let us assume an. 
actor is being discussed in a studio confer- 
ence. They seldom speak of him by name. 
They refer to him simply as "$1,250 and 
converts to a thousand on a four." Once he 
gets established at a certain salary,- he (jets 
set in that groove and it's terribly difficult to 
ever move out of it. 


The Risk of Cooling Off 


The only way he can get into the next 


bracket is by becoming, as we call it in this 
business, "hot." Getting "hot" means giving 
a terrific performance, unusual public re- 
sponse or happening to get in a smash pic- 
ture. Then -he may jump, from his $1,250 
niche to possibly $3,250, which is fine as 
long as he stays "hot." But woe betide him if 
he cools off, because then he runs the risk of 
what we call "out pricing" himself. He can 
out-price himself right out of the business. 


The sensible reader will ask, "Why doesn't • 


he give up asking for $3,250 and go back to 
his old salary, or perhaps make some sort of - 
compromise?" We just don't know, and we 
don't know anybody else who knows. It's like 
trying to explain the Hindu caste system. 


Many people have asked us why it is that 


an actor who seemingly comes from nowhere 
and suddenly wins the Academy Award, usu- 


ally for supporting performance, gets the 
Oscar and is never heard from again. The 
answer is simple. The actor while making 
the picture that got him the Award was earn- 
ing his normal $1,250 a week. Wham! He 
gets the coveted statue. The next morning 
the agent asks $25,000 or even $35,000 a 
picture. 


'•Invariably a producer meets the asking 


price. The supporting actor is then expected 
to carry the picture without being what we 
call an established name. In other words, he 
has not as yet developed into a big enough 
box office draw to weather a few weak motion 
pictures. Also, the role itself practically never 
measures up to the part that won. him the 
Award, for lightning seldom strikes twice. 


The picture loses money. The poor actor's 


salary is now established at $35,000 a pic- 
ture, which no one will again pay him, and 
according to the rigid Hollywood protocol, 
.the actor can no longer go back to his com- 
fortable $1,250. So goodbye Charlie. 


It Gnaws at You . 


I agree with the reader who is no doubt 


by this lime saying, "I never beard of such a 
vicious, humiliating, degrading method of 
giving a man his daily bread. It's an outrage 
to the dignity of man!" But after a while it 
eats, it gnaws, it permeates your very soul. 


Just the other night, my wife Hcnny and 


1 spent a wonderful evening with a delightful 
couple we had recently met. On the way 
home, Henny said, "Gee, Jimmy, I knew 
they were charming people, but 1 never ex- 
pected anything like that. That fabulous 
house! That pool, it comes right into the liv- 
ing room. Everything is built right in. It's 
the greatest house I've ever seen!" 


"It should be," I said. "He's a $2,250 and 


converts to two on-a four." 


There are ways to beat this system, but the 


odds arc definitely against us. First of all, the 
studios operate on a kiss-and-tell basis. 
Though actually rivals, all the studios work 
together -at exchanging information. For ex- 
ample, if an actor gets a thousand dollars a 
week at MGM and his next job comes up at 
Fox and it's a much better part, his agent will 
naturally try to get him $1,250 or possibly 
$1,500. Fox says they will let him know. 


And no sooner is he out the door when they 


are on the phone to MGM asking for what 
they call a "quote." "Quote" is a trade phrase 
for "How much did he get when he last 
worked for you?" Unless the head of the 
studio, or trie producer, or the director feels 
that this actor and only he can play this part,

believe me, he works' for Fox at his old MGM "quote" 
of$l,000. 


Sometimes the quote system can work in reverse. 


Let us sayithis same actor hasn't worked for four or 
five months and literally cannot pay the grocery bill. 
He is now willing to do a low-budget picture and cuts 
his salary to $500 a week. He is in hopes that the pic- 
ture will be so "small" that no one in the trade will see 
it, so it won't hurt his career. 


The producer of the "small" picture may actually 


have him in mind for a part, but before he contacts 
the actor through his agent he calls Fox and gets his 
last salary "quote" that Fox got from MGM, which is 
the same old thousand dollars. They scratch his name 
off the cast list because for this low-budget picture they 
can't afford him. So the poor actor loses the job before 
he even has a chance to apply for it. 


All you have to do to figure out an actor's salary is 


to manage to get inside a studio lot and observe. The 
following practices vary from studio to studio, but 
essentially they are the same. This is how it works: 


Most studio lots cover acres and acres of ground. 


From the make-up department to the sound stage 
where the picture is being shot may be a distance of a 
quarter of a mile. The extras and die bit players walk 
or take a studio bus, but if you see anyone in make-up 
riding to the stage in a limousine, rest assured he is an 
actor making $750 a week or over. 


When you get to the stage and Bee actors handing 


their lime cards to the assistant director for his signa- 
ture, they are making under $1,000 a week. (If yon 
want to keep the fact that you are not making over 
$1,000 a week a secret, it's pretty hard to hide your 
time card in a Roman toga. I know, I tried.) 


On the stage, there are six or seven portable dress- 


ing rooms. Anyone given the use of one of these is 
getting' $ 1,2 50 or over. As you leave the lot at die end 
of the day, and walk through the studio gates with the ' 
actors, if you see one of them riding through the 
studio gates in his own car, he is making over two 
thousand bucks a week. Nobody knows how it all got 
started but it will probably keep on forever. It takes 
longer to break a caste system than to make one.
